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SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT OF 
COMMITTEE ON CEMETERY EXTENSION. 


By vote passed at March election, 1905, your committee were 
instructed to make an appraisal of the lots in the addition to 
cemetery, known as “Northside.” In accordance with this vote we 
recommend the following: 

Section 1. Any resident of town having immediate need 
for a lot for the burial of any member of family shall be allowed 
such-free of expense. 

Sect. 2. Any resident of town desiring a lot before the time 
of immediate need may select one and title to same shall rest in 
him upon the payment of “Choice” price, as follows. For lots No. 
1 to 5, 7 to 14, 175 to 179, each inclusive, and 154 five (5) dollars; 
for lots No. 6, 15 to 25, 151 to 174, except 154, each inclusive, 
seven and 50-100 (7.50) dollars; for lots No. 26 to 151, each 
inclusive, ten (10) dollars. | 

Sect. 3.—Any non-resident of town desiring a lot for use as 
specified in section 1 may select and own one by paying a “Value” 
price as follows: For the first class lots specified in section 2, the 
sum of eight (8) dollars: For second class specified in section 2, 
ten- (10) dollars: For third class specified in section 2, fifteen 
(15) dollars. . | 

Sect. 4. Any non-resident desiring a lot for use as specified 
in first clause of section 2 may select and own one by paying in ad- 
dition to “value” price above named, the “choice” price specified in 
section 2. 

Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the sexton, upon full pay-— 
ment by a purchaser for a lot in said cemetery, to issue a certificate 
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showing the “value” or “choice”, or both, as the case may be, also 
the number of the lot. This certificate, when signed by the sexton 
and countersigned by the town clerk, shall be evidence of owner- 
ship to the purchaser. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the sexton to keep upon the 
plan of said Northside cemetery the names of lot owners; also to 
record the same upon a Sexton’s Record Book, both of which shall 
be submitted to the selectmen annually at time of making up of 
accounts, and until this be done no payment shall be made the sex- 
ton for services. The town clerk shall also keep a record of the lot 
owners in a book provided for said purpose.
